the punishment of offenders. 

It is also likely that the United States may

The charge that certain 2 12 in 
the police lieutenants’ examination were 
able, by bribery, to secure copies of questions 
in advance was added yesterday to the al-- 
legations of irregularity upoff which sixteen 
Lieutenants seek to restrain the certification 
of eligibles. It id charged that the sergeants 
and Lieutenants who passed the examina- 
tion) with high credits had subscribed $150 
each to a general fund. This was used, it 
is claimed, to bribe persons codperating with 
subordinates in the office of the Civil Ser vice 
commission and secure typewritten copies 
of the questions to be used in the examina- 

tion. 

The charge was contained in an anlenéed 
bill which was filed yesterday. It is denied 
by the Civil Service commissioners, who de- 
clare that with the precautions taken to 
prevent such fraud it would have been im- 
possible for the questions to be secured. The 
commission has been notified, in connection 
with other examinations, that questions had 
been secured by candidates before the test, 
but the Commissioners had been unable to 
obtain definite charges upon which to base 
an investigation. In the Police Lieutenants’ 
examination it was asserted extreme pre- 
_ caution had been taken. 


Specifications of Charge. 

The Lieutenants allege “‘ that the is- 
sioners, either through inadvertence, negli- 
gence, or design, or by the connivance of 
some person or persons in the offjce of the 
commission, permitted the typewritten ques- 
tions for the examination to be procured by 
certain persons the day before the examina- 
tion. These persons made a contract with 
many applicants for promotion by which the 
candidates agreed to give $150 each for as-

State Law at Fault. 

When the members of the board had fin- 
ished their discussion of the pension, fund 
the general conclusion was that the provis- 
ion of the State Legislature was at fault 
and that a sound benefit system could not 
be bullt up under it. The teachers were ad- 
vised to go before the Legislature, * ask 
the passage of a new act. 

As far as the present fund is concerned 
there appeared to be no remedy. The 
only thing to do,“ said Christian Meier, 
“is to vote the reduction in annulties, and 
it is easy to see that it will be followed 
soon by another. The fund does not keep 
up the pensions, it has reached its limit, 
and this is but the inevitable conclusion.” 


Calls It a Lottery. - 


Trustee Rogers suggested that the rules of 


the fund be changed so that . pensioners 


should be paid pro rata according to the 
amount paid in. This was objected to on the 
ground that the State law regulated the 
matter. 

It's a regular Loutsiane lottery on the 
present principles,” said Mr. Rogers. I'd 
like to get in on it myself. A teacher pays 
1 per cent of her salary, which in twenty 
years is about $180. She is supposed to get 
out of it half the salary she received, te 
amount to not over $600.

Wheat Market Excited. 


There was an excited wheat market on the | 
Board of Trade, with an advance of nearly 
two cents a bushel at the top, the net gain 
for the day being a little over one and one- 
half cents. ‘The closing price for the October 
delivery was 70% cents, a gain of 6% cents in 
twelve days from the lowest price reached 
since June. 

At times during yesterday’s session the 
anxiety to buy wheat was as great as during 
the palmiest days of the June bulge, when 
there was an advance of 22% cents without a 
setback of over two cents. The subsequent 
decline of 18 cents put a partial damper on 
the bull enthusiasm, but it showed signs at 
last of being as earnest as in June. 

The Minneapolis and Duluth markets were 
even more excited and stronger than Chi- 
cago, up 244 and 2 cents respectively at their 
best, and their quotations, as posted on the 
blackboard near the pit, were keenly watched 
and closely followed by localtraders. W. T.

GOAL MEN SHOW FIGURES.

Bad Feature of Market. 
The most unfortunate aspect of the Chi- 


cago anthracite market, It is claimed, is the 


disposition shown in the last few seasons to 
put off buying until late in the fall. Agents 
say this has been more noticeable this year 
than last. Ordinarily the rush season in the 
Chicago anthracite trade begins about Sept. 
1 and continues until Dec. 1, when all the 
large orders generally are supplied. The 
hand-to-mouth anthracite orders after that 
time cut comparatively little figure. Incase 
of an unusually severe winter another rush 
season of short duration generally sets in 
about March 1. On account of this rush in 
September and October the wholesale men 
generally allow the retailers and extra 25- 
cent margin, to make up for the extra teams 
* of hired. On the present 
s 0 a ton it is said this margin is 
still being allowed. ee | 


Do Not Expect High Prices. 

It was the consensus of opinion among the 
leading coal dealers of Chicago yesterday 
that there is little reason to believe the price 
of anthracite, even with the strike protracted 
for sixty days, will mount to the high figures 
which. have been mentioned during the last 
few days: Without exception they declare 
the talk of $15 and $12 coal is nonsense, al- 
though it is admitted further advances are 
certain. Just wheh they will come and what 
they will amount to, however, are questions 
which they declare they are unable to an- 
swer. It is asserted with much positiveness, 
however, that the big companies which hold 
the bulk of the supply do not propose to take 
advantage of the necessities of their cus- 


tomers, and that prices are going to be main- 


tained at a reasonable rate as long as there 
is any coal in the market. | 


GOTHAM FEELS COAL FAMINE, 


New York, Sept. 19.—[Special.]—With tol- 
erable certainty at hand of a long strike and 
some scarcity of coal, interest centered to- 
day on the question of where New York 
would get its coal supply in case of a famine, 
and whether the roads whose shipments are 
still moving would be able to increase their 
output and make up for the decreased sup- 
ply from other quarters. It is estimated 
that New York consumes no less than 12,- 
000,000 tons of coal yearly, of which the rail- 
roads estimate that 9,000,000 tons is an- 
thracite. According to the retail dealers 
there is now in this city about 750,000 tons 
of anthracite; or enough to supply the peo- 
ple with a minimum amount fer one month. 
Most of the smaller dealers have made the 
advance of 25 cents contemplated yesterday, 
quoting white ash at $6 per ton, an advance 
of $1 over the normal price and 25 cents over 
yesterday's price, and red ash at $6.75, an 
advance of 75:cents over the normal price 
and 25 cents over yesterday's price.

ACTIVE IN POLITICAL LIFE. 


d, Ill., Sept. 20, 2 a. m.—General 
John A. McClernand, who has been critically 
ji in this city for many weeks, died at 1:10 
this morning. 
His death was the result of old age and 
breaking down of system. He had 
peen in feeble health for years, and two 
ago suffered an attack which nearly | 
ended fatally. 
About two weeks ago he was attacked with 
dysentery, and, while this was cured, he 
never rallied. He had been unconscious for 
the last twenty-four, hours, and had only 
deen kept alive by constant use of hypoder- 
mic injections of strychnine and nitro- 


gyycerine. 

His wife, two daughters, Mrs. Fred Fox of 
Peoria and Mrs. E. W. Williams of this city, 
and his son, John F. McClernand of this city, 
were with him at the last hours. His son, 
Colonel Edward McClernand, Military Gov- 
ernor of Cebu Province, Philippines, was un- 
able to come. 


‘ — > 

General John Alexander McClernand was 
88 years of age May 30, 1900. While he was 
born in Kentucky, his life was spent in II- 
nols, his parents removing to Illinois from 
Breckinridge County, Ky., when the boy 
was 1 year of age. The lad had not reached 
his majority when he commenced the life 


the State of Illinois and gave him a promi- 
nent place in its development and the shap- 
ing of its destiny. 

His father died in 1816, when the boy was 
4 years of age. His mother took him to 
Shawneetown, where they made their home. 
His mother’s dependence on her own ef- 
forts for support of herself and family 
caused the boy to commence work ona 
farm when he was so small that his neigh- 
bors laughed at him for seeking work. He 
had a strong heart, however, and soon se- 
eured a place where he remained for sev- 
eral years. Despite his devotion to his work 
he managed to find time to take up the 
study of law with what few books he could 


get. 
Served in Blackhawk War. . 

When the Blackhawk war broke out he 
enlisted as a volunteer, although only 19 
years of age. No record remains to tell of 
the experience of the lad during his service 
against the Sacs and Foxes. Adam Badeau, 
in writing the memoirs of General Grant, 
says that on his trip down the river prior 
to the battle of Belmont Grant was accom- 
panied by one general officer, General Mc- 
Clernand. who had not heard the whistle 
of a hostile bullet.“ This and other slight- 
ing references to his service is said to have 
brought General McClernand the only bit- 
terness he has known in life. OG A! 
At the conclusion of the Blackhawk war 
young McClernand returned to his home and 
was admitted to the bar. He devoted à year 
to trade and then established the Shawnee- 
town Democrat,-which he conducted in con- 
nection with the practice of his profession. 
He was elected to the Illinois Legislature in 
1836, 1840, and again in 1842. In January, 
1838, Governor Carlin appointed him Secre- 
tary of State, but the incumbert declined 
to retire from the office and the case was 
carried to the Supreme Court, which decided 
that since the constitution made no provision 
for the removal of the occupant of an office 
or restricted his term to a certain number 
of years the court had no authority to de- 
clare the office vacant. 
‘Always a stanch Democrat, General Mc- 
Clernand was elected as the representative 
of his party in Congress in 1843, in 1851, and 
again in 1860. He was a candidate for United 
States Senator before the Thirteenth IIlli- 
nois General Assembly, when he was defeat- 
ed by Judge Sidney Breese, and again before 
the Sixteenth General Assembly, when Gen- 
eral James Shields defeated both him and 
Judge Breese. 7 


First Speech för Jackson. 

His first speech in Congress was in favor 
of the remission of the fine imposed on Gen- 
eral Andrew Jackson by Judge Hall of 
Louisiana. In the Thirty-sixth Congress he 
disapproved of the appointment of Terri- 

Governors and spoke in opposition to 

On July 15, 1861, he introduced a resolu- 

tion providing funds for the prosecution of 

the war against the seceding States and to 

enforce their return to the union. It was 
passed by a vote of 121 yeas to 5 nays. 

Sympathizing entirely in the effort of 
President Lincoln to preserve the nation, it 
was natural that Congressman McClernand 
should desire to do all he could to assist the 
Chief Executive. Believing it for the best, 
he tendered his resignation to Congress 
shortly after the passage of his resolution 
and returned to Illinois, where he, John A. 
Logan, and P. R. Fouke organized a brig- 
ade of volunteers, which was known as Mc- 
Clernand’s Brigade. President Lincoln ap- 
pointed, him Brigadier General of Volun- 
teers and accepted the battalions. — .

At 9 o'clock that night the fog cleared 
away. It was dead calm, making it impossi- 
ble to get headway to go in search of the 
men, and the strong current was driving the 
schooner farther away from them all the 
time. Early the next morning a fierce gale 
from the north came on, and it was with 
difficulty the vessel was kept from going on | 
a lee shore. The gale raged furiously all 
day, the seas running mountain high. Cap- 
tain Sullivan says unless picked up by some 
vessel the men must have perished. 


ACTRESS BELLE ARCHER DEAD. 


Young Woman Who Has Had Marked 
Success on the Stage Dies of 
Brain Affliction.

Archer, the actress, who has been ill in this 
city from clot on the brain, died this evening.

Mere than a Month Since Eighty Feet of 
the Sidewalk Was Torn’ Out 
Steamer and Ne Sigus Appear of a 
Change in the Situation—City E- 
gineer Denies Waiting for Lumber | 
te Grow and Says He Has Plenty of |

Pedestrians who walk and ride every day 

across the State street bridge wondered 

why the city authorities have allowed the 

structure to remain unrepaired for more 

than a month. At noon on Aug. 15 the 

steamer Frank Rockefeller struck the cen- 

ter of the bridge and tore off the board side- 

walk for a length of eighty feet, leaving one 

side of the bridge impassable to pedestrians 

and an eyesore to all. Ever since the acci- 

dent men, women, and children have been 

compelled to walk in the driveway opposite 

the destroyed walk. They have dodged elec- 

tric cars, coal wagons, and trucks, and in 

rainy weather, when pavements are slippery, . 
congratulated themselves on escaping with 
their limbs intact. 

But the sidewalk remained in ruins. One 
man, who walks every day across the bridge, 

suggested that the city probably was waiting 
for the lumber, which is to make a new 

sidewalk, to grow in some far off forest. 

This, however, is not the case, for the men 

over at the City Hall declare they have all 

the lumber they want, all the men they 

need, and plenty of money to pay them. This 

being the case, citizens will wonder why 

that eighty feet of walk still remains un- 

repaired. 

A reporter for Tus Trisune started out 
yesterday on a tour of investigation. He 
found an Italian fruit peddler, whose stand is 
not far from the wrecked structure. The 
Italian has ample leisure time and is a close 
observer of things in general. 

Bridge broke a month ago,” he said. 
“In ten days some men came from City 
Hall and looked at the broken sidewalk. 
Later some more men came and looked. 
Then some more men came and worked a 
half day. Then for three weeks nobody 
came. Then four men came and put iron 
work on the bridge. Last week nobody 
came.“ 

This describes the method pursued by the 
city in making bridge repairs.

A new quick-firing gun, firing 300 shots a 
minute, with à muzzle velocity of nearly 2,000 
feet per second, has been devised by a New- 
castle inventor.

‘Sept. 19,~-During the lant seven 
days there has been a distinct increase of 
insurgent aggression, particularly near 
Manila, along the railroad and in the Prov- 
vinces of Laguna, Morong, Bulucan, Nueva 
Ecija, and Pampanga, culminating on Mon- 
day in an engagement near Sinfloan, at the 
east end of Laguna de Bay, in which de- 
tachments of the Fifteenth and Thirty-sev- 


ninety men all told, met a thousand insur- 
gents, armed with rifies and intrenched. 
The American loss was twelve killed, in- 
cluding Captain David D. Mitchell and Sec- 
ond Lieutenant George A. Cooper, both of 
the Fifteenth Infantry; twenty-six wounded, 
and five missing, who are probably dead. 
The enemy had been pursued, for several 


days. | 
Attacks on Railroad. 

There are rumors of attacks on the railroad 
and of trouble in Manila. Refugees are ar- 
riving here from Laguna, Morong, and Pam- 
panga Provinces. The natives of Manila are 
restless and many are leaving the city. 

The hostile demonstrations are particular- 
ly marked along the railroad and on the 
shores of Laguna de Bay. The insurgents 
have attacked garrisons and outposts. In 
some cases they have charged towns, fleeing 
when pursued. Guiguinto, Pelo, Malolos, 
and Caloocan have been subjected to this . 
treatment. 

The Manila mail escort of thirty men was 
attacked at Cabugao Lake, a two hours’ | 
fight ensuing. Cabugao was also attacked, 
the telegraph office there being destroyed. 
The insurgents have burned the Village of | 
Rosario. They have been cutting the tele- 
graph wires and railroad at certain points. 


Ration Wagons Burned. 

Armed insurgents have developed in the 
districts of San José, San Mateo, and Mari- 
quina. In the Province of Nueva Ecija ra- 
tion wagons, with an escort of twelve, were 
attacked and the wagons burned. Five mem- 
bers of the escort are still missing. 

Advices from Cebu describe several attacks 
upon American garrisons near the capital.

FOR NATIONAL LAW. 


Adulteration Has Become Such a | 
Factor in Drug Trade as to Menace 
Public Health—Frame Appeal for 
Legislation That Will Insure Purity 
of Chemicals—Legitimate Dealers 
‘Favor Passage of Brosius Bill.

Congress of a pure drug law compre 
hensive enough to expurgate medica! char- 
latanism from the trade. 
Argument for the codperation of the 88,- 
000 druggists of the country to discontinue 
selling drugs known to be impure was made 
at a joint convention of the National Whole- 
sale Druggists’ association and the Pro- 
prietary association of America at the Audi- 
torlum Hotel yesterday, and the foregoing 
Was issued as the gist of a petition to Con- 
tances were cited to show that 
coal, turpentine, and cottonseed 
oll were common aduiterants used to cheap- 
en the price of expensive drugs. 
The determination of the wholesale drug- 
gists and owners of proprietary medicines to 
unite in petitioning Congress to pass a na- 
tional pure drug law was brought about

A year ago to investigate the practice of 
adulterating drugs. John F. Queeny, chair- 
man of the committee, declared that many 
manufacturers were ignoring the standards 
of purity set by the United States pharma- 
opta. He asserted that hospitals in all 
parts of the country were using impure 
Chairman Queeny claimed that prac- 

tically all of the legitimate druggists of the 
country were in favor of the passage of the 
Brosius pure drug bill, now pending in Con- 

The convention decided to send a 
elegation to Washington this winter to urge 
the passage of the bill. 

“The committee's investigation disclosed 
conditions in the trade that are nothing 
ther than fraud,“ said Chairman Queeny. 
“For instance, we found that large quan- 
titles of the drug sold as black antimony, 
and used as a mineral poison, was simply 
pulverized Lehigh Valley coal. This stuff is 
often taken internally. Cottonseed oil is put 
up by some manufacturers and sold as im- 

ported olive oil. Essential oils used in the 
manufacture of confections are adulterated 
extensively with oll of camphor and recti- 
fied turpentine. Soda is sold as borax.”
